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CONFERENCE CENTER OPENS 


Approximately 90% of the conferences and conventions held 
in the United States each year are for groups between 50 and 
200 in number. Up until now, we have not had the kind of 
facility necessary to handle this type of meeting. However, 
this week, that changed as we opened our new Walt Disney 
World Conference Center at Lake Buena Vista. 

The new Center is part of a complex that includes the Club 
Lake Villas. These 140 residential one-bedroom units are 
designed to house the “delegates” at the conferences, but 
may also be used to accommodate our vacationing guests. 
There are 136 one-bedroom efficiency-type rooms and four 
one-bedroom suites. Each is equipped with bathroom and 
wetbar, and will sleep five. 

In addition to Club Lake Villa guest check-in and registra- 
tion facilities, the Conference Center also includes seven 
meeting rooms. The Sycamore, Magnolia, Jacaranda, and 
Cypress rooms can all be combined to make the Grand Oak 
room ... approximately the same size as the Atlantic and 
Pacific rooms in the Contemporary. The Grand Oak will seat 
nearly 400 for banquets. Each part of this room has in- 
dependent audio and video facilities, separate kitchen ac- 
cess and built-in bars. When used separately, the rooms are 
sectioned by three 30-foot-high, electrically operated, double 
thick insulated doors. 
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The kitchen is designed to accommodate most re- 
quirements of a banquet kitchen. The majority of the service 
areas, prep areas, and cooking equipment is on wheels so 
that it can be stored when not required and allow more work 
space. Presiding over the kitchen are its Executive Chef Mar- 
cel Paniel and Chef Fred Norris. 

In addition to the Grand Oak room, there are also three 
other smaller meeting rooms ... the Sandpiper, the Seagull, 
and the Blue Heron. The first two can be combined to make 
one room, and the latter has an attractive garden area adja- 
cent to the full-length window on one side of the room. 
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All of the rooms in the Conference 
Center are fully equipped for audio- 
visual equipment. Side rooms for 
projectors, etc., are nearly all equip- 
ped with back-projection screens, 
and the Grand Oak room has ge a 
projection booths. 

There are many features that Se 
the Conference Center a quality 
facility. There is a dock that allows for 
boat traffic between the.Center and 
the Village; an advanced lighting 
system that is preset for various func- 
tions and automatically adjusts itself 
for changes in outside light and fail- 
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ing fluorescent tubes; new banquet 
equipment that is as functional asitis 
good looking; and a large window 
suitable for driving a truck through 

. when it’s open, of course! 

The Conference Center is almost 
fully booked from now through De- 
cember, so our cast members there 
have a busy season ahead. How- 
ever, under the supervision of Don 
Robinson, assistant supervisors John 
Valentine and Jim Magnuson, 
problems should be minimal and 
certainly nothing un’convention’‘al. 


CONTRACT LET FOR SPACESHIP EARTH 


Contracts have been awarded for construction of a 182-foot-high sphere 
to house Spaceship Earth, plus surrounding guest reception, merchan- 
dise, and service structures forming. the entrance to EPCOT Center. 
Spaceship Earth will be a major theme show in the Future World area of 
EPCOT Center. 

The contract, probably the largest one in the $800-million project, was 
awarded to Darin & Armstrong Inc., of Southfield, Mich. The globe, 
which houses Spaceship Earth, is 168 feet in diameter and rests on 
14-foot-high steel supports. It will be covered with triangular shaped 
aluminum panels. Guests entering EPCOT Center will pass beneath the 
structure. 

The Spaceship Earth complex which has five levels for show, guest 
areas and service functions, contains approximately 120,000 square feet 
of floor space, including three connecting buildings. 

The Spaceship Earth show itself, including a new ride system which 
will transport guests on a curving path up into the sphere, will be 
covered under other contracts.
